1 never learned to type, nor do I own a computer, so if J make a mistake. I’ ll use 
whiteout for correction, I didn’t send this letter with the hope of it being published, but 
do as you please with it. (Editor s note: Sony Alex this was too good to pass apt) 

I offer a prelude, so that the following will make sense, as my method of SIBMNG is 
di tferent from others. J don't set my hull into the seabed until 1 have placed a wood strip, 
seagulls and lighthouse into a partial sea. The details are as follows: 

BOTTLE: 

I wash it inside and out with dish soap and dry with a paper towel, Jt is then rinsed 
inside with rubbing alcohol and dried again, ! save the alcohol for re-usc, Using 54 inch 
masking type, lay a strip the length of the bottle centered on the outside seam of the 
bottle. This tape will be a guide in centering the ship. At the same time add Two other 
strips io parallel! the first one at the same length, on the right and left hand sides in the 
same manner, The distance between the first strip and the two additional strips will be 
your decision as to the width of the sea, The strips are just guides to the width and 
levelness of the sea. They will be removed when no longer needed, os they get more 
difficult to remove with time. 

1 tfexi add seagulls while the bottle is still empty. From white mail envelopes I cut 
with small curved scissors the shape shown in figure 1 . Cover the wings with a very thin 
coating on one side and leave the beak dry in order to use small tweezers. to manipulate 
ihe gull on a contrivance of your making to apply two seagulls to the back oe the bottle 
and one on the front to avoid blocking the view of the ship as shown in figure 2. I use a 
too] as shown in figure 3 to apply the glued side of the gull to the inside of the glass. 

With the glued side up, apply some sputum to the too! to hold the git II llmtugh the neck 
and it’s piacemerst on the glass. You. can pre-mark the location of the gulls whb a small 
piece of masking tape on the outside of the bottle as a guide. If you mar the glass with 
too much excess Elmer’s Glue, leave ii to dry and scrape it off later after il dries,

that you created in the previous steps. To do this step, l os* a ‘grabber tool” that 1 
purchased in an ante parts shop that is used to pick up small holts and screws that may 
have fallen inside the engine block. This tout is approximately 1 2 inches long and I 
modi tied it by cutting off two of the tines. When the slick with name, city and date is in 
place, allow 24 hours for the glue to set and make sure the printing is legible from the 


outside of the bottle, 

if you decide to add a lighthouse, glue a dowel about one inch from the end of the 
Popsick slick. The dowel should be about % inch in length with a diameter fesst ftmt the 
hole drilled al the base of the lighthouse. The dowel is a guide for placing and securing 
the lighthouse.

Place the sea only around the area of the lighthouse to the point where the transom of 
the hull would ser in your bottle.

HULL: 


Figure 6 show's a typical hull that l build with a groove along its base. The groove 
foci 1 nates ri ggi ng I ines that exi l at the bottom of the hull along the water! ine. 1 hese lines 
exit the hu!l on the starboard side and will be covered up later with bow waves as shown 
in figure 7. The mast hinges extend through die deck and then arc twisted under the hull 
inside the groove area to secure them. The tad of the twist must be bent forward to avoid 
rigging lines hanging up us they pass through the groove.

When ready, the ship is placed into the bottle with the masts partially raised and ah 
sails and lines are clear of contact with the glued portiosts that are about ic> be applied to 
the Topside stick base. With the neck or the bottle to the right lay the partially raised 
ship against the port side of the bottle. This h done to allow clearance for applying glue 
to the base of the slick. Only abort E I J /z inches of the aft portion of die base slick needs 
ghic to anchor the ship securely, Sec figure 9. Figure 1 0 shows a device dial I use to get 
the glue onto the base stick. It is shaped like a ladle *>iade from * BIC safety r.^or cut to 
receive a wooden handle of your choicer 

After the glue is applied, use the -'grubber tool” mentioned earlier to lift and position 
the ship onto the wet glue so ii is aliened fore and aft as desired. Within 24 hours after 
the glue has set, Lfte bo ltd is so strong horses could not budge the ship. After the ship is in 
place.. the rest of die sea and waves can be applied to finish she job. 

I devised this "daffy method'" after becoming frustrated with pulling the ship oul of the 
seabed on the first few SIB models that .1 built. Everyone to their own method, 1 just 
wanted to share mine with the other SIB AA members. Rest Regards, Alex

After finding this special round bottle 
at a ihrift shop il was just a matter of 
finding Ibc perfect object to put into it. 

A wheel seemed the perfect choice, but 
no instructions could be found oil how to 
make one, and there didn't seem to be 
any photos of a project tike this done, 

SOj ship wheel photos were found on the 
internet and a plan of action was IbFmcd, 
First it was determined the spokes of the 
wheel would best be made with a minia- 
ture lathe. This wasn't in the workshop 
so a used one was obtained on ebay. 
Then. since it wasn’t a tool I was famil- 
iar with, that had to be learned. Hie 
Weil n ut being used was harder than the 
usual basswood so it was decided small 
files worked better than regular lathe tools. Most of the pieces were out from 1/4" walnut including the hub. 
To give the appearance of a brass hub, two sizes of brass washers were added to each side o f the wood en, hub 
and then a dremel sanding drum was used to make the wooden parts of the huh flush with the brass washers, 
Six boles were drilled at even intervals around the hub. The spokes were also drilled and small pieces of wire 


cut from paper dips were used as connector pieces. The circular shaped pieces were cut as shown in the 


photo and pieced to fit. Connector pieces were also matte for these pieces from paper clip wire. The nar- 
rower circular shaped wooden half circles were cut from { /E 1 * walnut. Two half circle shaped pieces were 
needed for each side of the wheel. Once ait the pieces were cut, sanded, shaped- drilled* and tentatively fit 
and placed, then the wheel needed to be disassembled and each piece varnished a couple of times. After suf- 
iicient time to dry, the process of putting the wheel together inside the bottle began. The Eiardesl part was not 
being able to clamp anything fur drying. In the future I plan to use small pieces of masking tape to aid in 
holding pieces together to prevent some pieces from easing apart during drying, The smaller MW pieces es- 
pecially wanted to warp during the gluing process so Jape should he used at regular intervals while adding 
these pieces especially. Even with the gluing challenges, the wheel went together easier than f had expected. 
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Step 1 : 


Cut spoke blanks* hub and 
larger circle halves from 1/4* 
walnut. Huh and washers 
need to fit through the bottle 
opening, llie 1/4" thick half 
circle pieces will lie cut apart 
later to fit belween the fin- 
ished spoke pieces. The 
blanks must be carved or 
shaped on a miniature wood 
lathe similar to The photo. 




Step 2 ; 


S he washers are added to the 
hub and wood sanded flush. 
Connector pieces are added to 
the spokes and tentatively at- 
tached to tlic hub but not 
glued into place. The 1 / 4 " 
half c i rcles are cut into pi eces 
to tit in between the spokes. 
There: will be pieces leftover 
after ail six parts are cut. 
four narrower hall' circles 
need to be cut and shaped 
from 1/S" walnut for the deco- 
rative trim on each side, 





Step 3' 

All pieces are assembled but 
not glued lo test Ibr fit. Take 
apart carefully noting the po- 
sition of each piece, Varnish 
each piece at least twice, To 
assemble inside the bottle* 
first glue two spokes onto the 
hub opposite from each other. 
Insert that into the bottle and 
then add oue curved piece, the 
next spoke, and so on until the 
ina i n wheel is together al low- 
ing time to dry before adding 
other pieces. Add the trim 
pieces on each side being sure 
to tape in place while drying.
